Homemade Device That lelUeeful an 
the Farm. 
Of interest to farmers who need 
rernent for any purpose, such as lay­ 
ing floors or walks or making posts, 
Is a bulletin issued by tbs Colorado 
experiment station which tells of mix­ 
ing concrete by machinery and print* 
the accompanying illustration of a 
homemade mixer, which la described 
thus: 
Tw o pieces of 4 by 6 form the sills. 
Upon these two, uprights about three 
feet high are fastened. 
A one and one- 
half inch pipe passes through boles 
bored In the top of the uprights. Upon 
this pipe the mixing box is turned, and 
through the pljte the w ater is added 
to the m ixture at the desired time. 
The water is poured in at the top of 
the upright pipe and flows down and 
out through holes which are drilled 
in the lower side of it. 
T he other end 
of the pipe is closed by a w-ooden plug.

POW EH CONCRETE MIXER. 


T he ends of the box are made of 
pieces of 2 by S bolted together. 
A 
hole bored in the center of each end 
form s the hearings. 
The sides of tho 
box are made of one inch lum ber and 
are simply nailed to the ends with 
twelvej>eiin.v ualls. 
One half of the 
box is m ade so that It can be detached 
and lifted off when tile mixer is to he 
filled or emptied. 
The detachable half 
la secured to the other half by m eant 
of strong books so placed that by slip­ 
ping this half about an Inch to one 
side all of the hook* are loosened at 
once. 
A fter it is in position the re­ 
movable portion is held in place by 
m eans of a baru door latch. 
The driving gear is simple, hut very 
effective. 
It consists of the rim taken 
from Ute wheel of an old rubber Hr* 
buggy. 
With the tire removed the 
grooved rim makes a very satisfactory 
wheel upon which to run a three-quar­ 
ter inch ro|M* l**lt. 
The belt is driven 
by a sm all sheave pulley, which I* fas­ 
tened 
to the counters ha ft. 
A 
ln*lt 
tightener is used upon the rop*e. aud 
bv using a very loose belt the tiirtit- 
euer is m ade to act assi friction clutch 
This parti* alar m ixer Is d iiveu by a 
two horse gasoline engine, which is 
belted to the countershaft. 
The en­ 
gine runs continuously, ami the mixer 
is s ta rtetl ami stopped by m eans of 
the belt tightener. 
Many other system s of driving might 
have been used iu place of the ropo 
belt. 
T h e main gear of an old self 
binder m akes an excellent gear for a 
mixer. 
An old mower gear may also 
be put to g o o d use In this connection. 
It is uot necessary to have the mixer 
driven by an engine or horse power. A 
crank may Is* attaches] aud the m a­ 
chine turned by hand 
Many prefer 
turning such a machine rattier than 
mixing the concrete with a shovel.
